mers' cooperation in every line to put 
this profession on a business 
basis 


with the others. 


Starting simply as a selling organ- 


ization for mutual help in getting a 
fair price tor their product, he ex- 
plained how the 
members of toe 


Dairymen's League are/now preparing i 
their own product and marketing it 
co-operatively from some of the finest 
plants in the state. 
Other associa- 


tion! are doing as well in other parts 
of the country, but he said- the great 
mass of farmers have not yet gained 
faith in each other and their ability 
to benefit each other.

lesson is learned, a great step will 
be taken toward the success ot far- 
mers' organizations, is Mr. Eastman's 
opinion.
